GADDAFI WOULD REPLACE THE UN 


For some time now, the Arab-Moslem-Communist alliance has reigned supreme in 
the General Assembly and in the Specialized Agencies of the United Nations, 
forcing the adoption of virtually any resolution it wished by means of its 
automatic majority in these bodies. In the Security Council, however, where 
the five permanent members each have veto power, the situation is somewhat 
more balanced. 


Arab governments have long been irked by their inability to dominate the 

Security Council, the only UN body whose decisions are binding on member- 
states. Colonel Muammar Gaddafi, ruler of oil-rich Libya, has apparently 
decided to do something about this "intolerable" situation. In his inaug- 
ural address to a conference of foreign ministers of Moslem bloc countries 
which convened in Tripoli on 17 May 1977, Gaddafi issued his challenge:

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From the communiqué issued at the end of the Islamic Foreign Ministers Conference: 


Islamic Foreign Ministers today called on all Moslem countries to join the 
Arab boycott of Israel and announced their decision to set up a permanent body to 
settle disputes between Islamic States. According to 2 communiqué issued at the end 
of the Conference, the Ministers will'meet next year in Dakar, capital city of Senegal. 


The Ministers reiterated last year's call for the expulsion of Israel from the 
United Nations because of failure to carry out UN Resolutions on the Middle East. 


The Conference declared that the Palestine cause was at the core of the Middle 
East problem and a just and lasting peace could only be achieved by Israel's uncondit- 


jonal withdrawal from occupied territories. 
It proclaimed the right of the Palestinians to establish an independent State 


on thetr land and the right of the Palestine Liberation Organization (PLO) to take part 
separately and equally in all international peace efforts, 


The Ministers called on Israel to rescind al! measures it had taken since 
1948 to annex and Judaise Arab land, and urged all States to sever their ties with 
Israel. ‘They proposed that all Moslem countries issue 2 special postage stamp for 


the benefit of Palestine. Mp " : o 
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PALESTINE 


Colonel Muammar al Qathafi staunchly supported the cause of the Palestinians 
and declared that "peace and war are in the hands of the Palestinians themeelves and 
no Arab leader can trade on this issue." 

















Addressing the Eighth Islamic Foreign Ministers Conference he said "the 
issue of Palestine was not a religious issue or an Arab national question but it was a 
tragedy, with people of a land expelled and forced to live in tents while their land was 


being made available to immigrants from all over the world." 





Colonel Qathafi said "all divine or civil books, except those compiled by 
Zionists, are in favour of the right of repatriation of the Palestinians. " 


‘The Revolution Leader announced that the Jamehereya has requested a number 
of world countries "to realise the necessity of stopping emigration to Palestine and to 





feel the necessity of returning the mercenari 


|, who came to Palestine after 1948, to 





their original countr' 


Colonel Qathafi said the coming days "will prove that this will be the only 
solution and the Palestinian people will determine thetr own way. Palestine must be 
restored to the Palestinians who can live with Eastern Jews in a democratic State, " 
he added. 


He regretted that the Palestinian issue “had become a commodity for trading 
by some people who claim that they can do whatever they like regarding Palestine and 
the Palestinians," 





He added that the solution "does not lie with any Arab leader who intends to 
protect his chair by trading on this issue or who lives under the protection of the 
imperialists." 

PHILIPPINES 


Colonel Muammar al Qathafi regretted the violation of the Tripoli peace ngree- 
ment between the Philippine Government and the Moro Liberation Front and expressed 
“the fear that fighting may be renewed in the Southern Philippines." 


‘This is what we have been trying to avoid" Colonel Qathafi told the Islamic 
Foreign Ministers Conference while referring to the issue of the Philippine Muslims 


and the negotiations between the two sides through the mediation of the Jamehereya. 
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Colonel Qathafi suid "sincere efforts were exerted by all parties but what 
had taken place recently was n matter of disappointment 


He urged the conference "to make a comparison between the Tripoli agreement 
and the measures taken to implement it, so as to determine the difference betweeen 


the agreement and its practical {mplementation, " 


"We sincerely hoped that peace would be maintained in the Southern Philippines, 
but we feel that peaceful efforts did not lead to a solution, as fighting may be renewed 
and this Is what we were trying to avoid", he said, 


The problem, he said, "was now left to the Moro Liberation Front and the 


Philippines Government who are free to solve it 
ERITREA 
Colonel Muammar al Qathafi then ealled on the Islamic Foreign Ministers 


Conference "to bring the Eritrean and the Ethiopian revolutions together for dialogue." 


Addressing the Conference he said it was "the fitting body to bring them together 
and to get their viewpoints closer, even ot a phased basis, as the final solution of the 


Eritrean problem, after all, remains in the hands of the parties directly concerned." 


Colonel Qathafi recalled the support by the Jamehereya to the Eritrean Liberat- 


ton Front and snid "we armed the Front and gave it all the elements of the fighting will." 


He said all this was made "for the purpose of ousting the agent, reactionist, 
foudalist Haile Selassie who was cracking down on the Ethiopian people and endangering 


the African cause and the cause of the Third World." 


He added that the ultimate aim was "to spread the Eritrean Revolution all over 


Ethiopia to eliminate feudalism and remove the institutions which had the Ethfopian 





people in their grip and which, in Haile Selassie's era were a

Colonel Qathafi said that Haile Selassie was of Jewish origin and had established 


diplomatic relations with the Zionist movement. 


For all these rensons, Colonel Qathafi said "we exhorted the Eritreans to 
revolt against Selassie's tyranny, and the Ethiopian people responded to our call." 


Colonel Qathafi added that the call to topple Hnile Selassie was made by the 
Jamebereya "from the heart of Addis Ababa, ''

Colonel Qathafi said that the United Nations "must live up to Its name and treat 
all people on an equal footing in the Security Council and all UN Organizations, " 

He added that "if matters are left to continue. as at present, the small countries 
would have to establish a United Nations in which they are equal." 

He was referring to the right of the veto enjoyed by the major powers In the 
United Nations Security Council which the Jamehereya has proposed should be abolished. 


He said the right to veto resolutions concerning all people of the world "is only 
a farce which calls for a revolt and this should be stressed at all international forums

Colonel Qathafi pledged "to contibute the biggest share for establishment 
of an International Red Crescent to work on the lines of the International Red Cross," 


Speaking on the inauguration of the Islamic Foreign Ministers Conference, he 


also called for a united fund to support humanitarian projects. 


"We have to establish an International Red Crescent in order that It may 
properly perform its duty consistent with the reality of Islam," Colonel Qathufi said. 


He asked why there was only a weak Red Crescent while the Red Cross was 


seen everywhere "performing a marvellous task during natural and other disasters." 


Colonel Qathafi urged the rich countries "to contribute to the Red Crescent 
instead of indulging in luxuries. Stop gambling and fun for one year and give the 
allocation to the Red Crescent," he said 


FUND 


Colonel Qathafi further called for setting up a Jihad (holy war) Fund similar 
to the Jihad Fund in the Jamehereya and suggested the placing of the proposed fund 
at the disposal of the Secretary ~-General of the Islamic Congress to spend on preachers 
“not to convert Christians to Moslems but to have the religionless people in the world, 
who are in millions, Join a recognised faith, " 


He said Islam advocates equality and "repudiates exploitation and enslavement 
of people." 


Colonel Qathafi said that the establishment of the Jamehereya "where one 
determines his destiny freely and has right in land ownership and in everything, is an 


Islamic purpose." 





"Anything contrary to this is tantamount to blasphemy," Colonel Qathafi 
maintained.

EGYPT 


Colonel Qathafi then told the Islamic Conference that the Egyptian Governmenta's 
“failure to attend the conference was neither accidental nor due to political disputes 
between the Jamehereya and Egypt." 


"This is an Islamic Conference, and not a Libyan one," he pointed out, "and 
wo are attending all conference held in Cairo, be cause they are international conferences 


and not bilateral ones." 


Colonel Qathafi referred to the Christian University which the United States 
decided to establish in Egypt and the approval of the Head of State of Egypt to send the 
man in charge of Christian Religious Affairs, to the US for this purpose. 


Colonel Qathafi said that this "is a dangerous indication as religion has been 





included in the political game, and we are against this on a purely religious basis. 


Colonel Qathafi emphasised that "the free Egyptian people are capable of 
putting an end to American political and military domination" and that "there will be 
a day when these objectives will be realised." 


Colonel Qathati expressed regret that some Islamic countries "opted to turn 
their back on Islam such as Egypt and Sudan, which stayed away from the conference. " 


He said "if Governments neglected Islam, the Islamic masses should unwaver~ 
ingly carry on the strife in order to assert their religion like the Moslems of the 
Jamehereya who have taken the Koran as their permanent and unchangeable constitution. " 


He said America's domination over Egypt "militarily, politically and economic~ 
ally is algo extending to religion, including it in the political game." 


He pointed out that "our protest stems from our concern for the Egyptian 
people because this undesirable development would shatter Egyptian national unity."

Khadafy learned his first leouons in propaganda during his school days. 
"I noticed how effective propaganda is and the good it can bring," he said. 


In this connection, ho ikea to recall a statoment of the man he greatly 
admires, the late Prosident Gamal Abdel Nasser of Egypt: "The more they 
attach me, thomore I make ure that I am in the right and that the decisions 
I am taking in the interest of my people are right and correct. That is 
why such decision havo tremendously angered our enemies who hafe set out 
to attack mo and my decisions. 





The dreaded Central Intelligence Agency (CIA) has an international 
pereonalitics laboratory which conducts studios and analyzes the person~ 
ality of world leaders from information gathered ty agents. Their habits 
ways of life, the kind of books they read, and even the food they eat is 
scrutinized.

Libya was once described as one of the poorest and the most backward 
countries of the world. This was the result of centuries of Turkish 
domination, compounded ty the Italian occupation (1911-1943). 





Whadafy converted Litya into a modern miracle, He eradicated poverty, 
opened more schools and provided greater opportunities to all Libyans. 


Libya's 926,218 hectares of barren desert were converted into one of 
the world's modern agricultural farms in only six years. By March 1976, 
it was leading 127 other countries, including some of the super powers, 
in food production, Libya is now exporting agricultural products to 
neighboring countries, 


Libya has also converted many of ite cities, Tripoli and Benghazi for 
instance into modern tourist spots. 


Libya hac a 1,900 kilometer Mediterranoan coastline. It is bounded 
by the Mediterranean sea to the north, Egypt to the east, Nigeria, Chad 
and Sudan to the south, and Algeria and Tunisia to the west. 


It is 1,740,000 square kilometors in size, seven times bigger in area 
than Britain, Germany, France and Holland put togethers 


According to the 1973 census, Lilya has a population of 2,257,000 about 
57% of whom are living in Tripoli, the capital, and the rest are 
acattered Benghazi ani Zawia. 





Eifth of a Series. You'll understand Libya until you understand Khadafy. 


Libya is a socialist country, but President Muammar Khadafy always 
emphasizes that Libya is neither communist nor capitaliet. 


One of the 19th century sultans once gave an advice to a travellor: 

"If you go there as a friend, you'll be treated according to the rules 

of the Arab hospitality; otherwise, you have to be careful because you 
must remenber not to forget that the Lityan is a hen ~ with a steel beak. 


‘The Phoenicians, tle Greeks, the Romans, the Turks and the Italiam came 
not as friends, but as colonists. They were met with Litya's steel beak,” 
and had to leave ultimately. 


Before Khadafy's Soptomber 1969 revolution, which put him in power, tho 
people had lived under oppression, torrorism, ond restrictions. Many were 
put in jail or in concentration camps. In the colonial tines over 406 

of Litya's population had died. 








But even with the colonists gone, Litya's problems are not over. There 
are still foreign forces trying to keep that country divided and weaks 
But we are trying our best to face the challenges of the 20th contury," 
Khadafy said. 


Four months after the September revolution, a constitutional declaration 
was promulgated for all Libyans. It states: 


1. That Idtya is a free democratic Arab republic where sovercignty 
belongs to the people. 


+ That all oitisens ore equal before tho law. 
3. That freedom of opinion is guaranteed. 


4. That every citizen governed by the Islamic Shariat has a right to 
ownership and inheritance. 


5+ That Islam is the religion of the state and Arab is the official 
Tanguage. 


With thie declaration as his guiding principle, Khadafy hopes to establish 
a happy Wolfare socioty, steeped in social justice, and equal opportunity, 


Libyan socialian, says Khadafy, ie based on the liberation of the human 
being from need and the elimination of discord resulting from conflict 
and exploitation betwoen those who have and those who need what the others 
have. "The basio nooda of each individual, such as proper housing will 
be supplied, and ownership will be safeguarded and not subject to 
nationalisation, expropriation or confiscation,” he said. 


Since’ 1970, over 140,000 housing units haye boon built with the required 
utilities and services, Litya hes 2.2 million people to shelter. To set 
an example, Khadafy will make his parents the last to have a housing unit. 
His parents are now living in a tent in the middle of the Lihyan desert. 


According to the concept of the September revolution, large-ccale 
ownership, which could lead to exploitation and conflicts among Libyans 
will be transformed into joint ownership. Hach participant will receive 
profits and suffer logses according to his copital. This way, Khadafy 
said, the problem existing in both the monopolist and capitalist system 
is avoided. 


Khadafy stressed that socialist under the "Third Universal Theory" is the 
sure solution to dispel social and exploitative relations so that man 
may live free from the oppression of claca, the exploitative capital, or 
dictatorship individual. 


By 1980, Lihya hopes to eliminate illiteracy, ‘hen Litya’s independence 
was recognized by the United Nations on December 24, 1951 about 906 of 
its 1.5 million populetion was illiteratos Today, Libya has one of the 
most modern educational systems. Education is compulsory up to the new 
preparatory (elementary) stage. Until recently, 11,000 new classrooms 
had been built for technical courses. There are universities, including 
tho Oi1 Institute in Tripoli, Scholarships are granted deserving students 
who want to study abroad.

After Dr. Treki delivered his closing speech at the conference hall of 
the ministry of foreign affaires where the initialing took place, Barbero 
approached him and relayed my request for an interview with Khadafy. 


"Sure. No Problem. Libya is your country now," Treki said.

Colonel Muammar Ghaddafi of Libya was interviewed by Igor Man in the Italian daily 
La Stampa on 21 November, 1976. Following are excerpts: 


Man: 


Ghaddafi: 


You are the most strenuous defender of the Palestinian cause. Apparently, 
you told the Austrian Chancellor Kretaky you were prepared to accept any 
solution to the Palestinian problem, as long ase it satisfies the Palestin- 
tans. 

We are not more Palestinian than the Palestinians - we are not more royal- 
ist than the king, as they say. But, I must say that personally I don't 
believe in the possibility of an honourable political solution. The problem 
remains always the same: the return of the Palestinians to their land. A 
pacific solution would be possible only if the Israelis left. 


1: But Farouk Kaddouni'e recent epeech at the UN makee one understand that 


Arafat and the PLO are now favourable to the establishment of a Paleetin- 
ian ‘entity’ in Gana and the West Bank. That is, they have redimenstoned 
their ambitions. What do you want for the people of Palestine; do you 
think thie omalt ‘entity’ could be the firet etep tovards an independent 
atate? 


: I cannot talk on behalf of Arafat. I think of a solution suitable for all 


the Palestinian people. According to me, the reason why Arafat, and many 
Palestinians, today seem favourable to the idea of a mini-state, can be 
understood by the fact that they think this can mean, in the end, the de- 
struction of Israel. An agreement leading to the establishment of two sepa~ 
ate states - one Palestinian and one Israeli - between the Jordan river 
and the sea, will never have permanent features, Either one or the other 
state would finally disappear, one day. It is my opinion, taking into 
account the powers which are supporting the Palestinians, it will be Israel 
to be destroyed. And this is why Arafat and several Palestinians accept 
the principle of a Palestinian 'mini-state,'

: If one day Egypt and Syria made peace with Israel, how would Libya behave? 
; The problem does not concern only Libya, but the whole Arab world. And all 


the Arab people could not help but react in a negative way. 


Which meane Libya, as well. 
Of course. 





War or peace in the Middle East? The reconciliation between Syria and Egypt, 
Libya and Egypt, and Egypt's rapprochement to the USSR made the observers 
think that the Arabe are turing towards the taking up of a ‘war option." 
Do you agree with thts kind of analysts? 

To me it seems a reasonable conclusion. 


Some accuse you of having signed ‘agreements’ with the USSR in exchange for 
enormous amounts of armaments. Are you not afraid that through the arme, 
Maraism, the communist idea can slowly push itself into Libya? 

We don't fear any infiltration of ideas, because we have proclaimed our new, 
universal, socialist idea - our third theory - which is the product of the 
contradictions between communism and capitalism. On the contrary, we are 
convinced that the idea of our ‘new international left’ will make its way 
through the world. And no wonder that the third theory was born here: the 
East, in fact, has seen the birth of great civilizations, religions, philo- 
sophers, prophets. 





Do you think the USSR has a role to play in the Middle East? 
‘The Middle East problem is an international problem: Russia must play its 
part. We think the USSR is a friend, so its presence in the region is wel- 


: President Ghaddafi thus considers the USSR as a friendly country. And how 


does he consider the US? 


2 In the past, the attitude of the US towards us has been aggressive. Never- 


theless, if the US changed its course, we would be glad. We are the friends 
of our friends and the enemies of our enemies. The US could decide to change 
its policy or be forced to do so. We are here. We have become friends with 
the USSR because we have judged the USSR's attitude as positive: we can't say 
the same about the US...

QADHAFI'S POLITICAL THOUGHTS - DELUSIONS OF GRANDEUR 


Since Nasser's death, Qadhafi has reyarded himself as his only successor and torch- 
bearer in the Arab world. This explains many of his actions in that world and in 
Islam in particular, and his global policy as a whole. 


Like Nasser, he considers the unification of the Arab world as his supreme mission, 
justifying all means employed. 


He acknowledges that the Jews are the People of the Book and, therefore, believes 
that they should not be killed if only they submit to the tutelage of Islam, But 
ied him 





they are not to be trusted, either. It was Jews in particular who hari 
while he was studying in England, or so he alleged in an interview on the BBC 
Programme Neweday, on 9 April, 1976. 


“Israel's existence is counter to logic itself, The struggle against Israel is one 
of destiny, admitting no negotiations, agreements or the like. Israel must be 
destroyed," he declared in an interview with Al Birak, of Lebanon, on 2 February 
1973, "in one of two possible ways: the nations of Europe must take back their Jew: 
and those remaining, of Oriental origin, would be wards of Islam,

The Libyan delegate to the UN Security Council declared (in March 1976): “This racist 
entity in the Middle East must be destroyed, and one day will be." Employees of the 
UN in Libya are required to pay the "Jihad tax" which is levied on their servants 

(UN instructions to employees serving in Libya, 1 March 1976). Anyone furthering 
‘that end is entitled to all possible help (Qadhafi's address, 3 July 1972, New York 
Timea, 2 November 1972). Hence the assistance given to the PLO, its splinter groups, 
and any organization setting the destruction of Israel as its target.

LEBANON 


There is a long history of Libyan activity in Lebanon. As early as 23 June 1973, 
‘the Libyan Cultural Attaché in Beirut said that Libya favoured the establishment of 














ari 


Muslim regime in Lebanon, and was counting on the Muslim elements of the Lebanese 
Army to help in organizing a coup. A week earlier, Kamal Jumblatt, a left-wing 
Druse leader, had received quantities of arms and ammunition through Fatah 
(Conflict Studies, No. 41, December 1973). Lebanon's Christians have levelled more 
than one charge against Qadhafi of sending arms to the Tripoli PLO Mena, 15 April 
1976). Conservative estimates in Beirut put cibyan cash payments to the Leftist 
organizations of Lebanon to finance their campaign at $50 million at least (Times, 
19 April 1976); it was claimed that the high rate of casualties in the fighting is 
due to the sophisticated, modern weaponry which Libya, among others, keeps sending 
to Lebanon (New York Times, 2 November 1975). 





Qadhafi has said (address, 18 April 1975): "The Christians of Lebanon are a minority 
with an isolationist tendency; a foreign reactionary body in the heart of Lebanon, 
Libya hereby solemnly and officially pledges itself to place all its resources at 

the disposal of the progressive nationalist forces of Lebanon and the Arab Lebanese 
Army." The Lebanese newspaper Al-Nahar (4 February 1976) reported that Libyan fighters 
were active alongside the Leftists. 





According to Reutere (12 March 1976), Umar Muheishy, Minister of Planning and Scientific 
Research, accused Qadhafi of squandering immense sums of money on political adventures 
outside Libya, Muheishy also said that Libya gave over $15 million in aid to the 
rebels who plotted against the Sudanese regime in September 1965. 


SUBVERSION, ANARCHY AND SO FORTH 


In Sardinia, according to the Italian IZ Messagero (12 December 1975), Qadhafi is 
supporting separatist organizations, as well as Mafia elements, as a means of advancing 
the Libyan-Arab-Islamic penetration of the island by exploiting local economic 
difficulties. 


Recently, Qadhafi has shown willingness to activate the separatist aspirations of 
Wales Guardian (9 August 1976). 


On the internal Libyan front, Qadhafi bans political parties and elected parliaments; 
control is in the hands of the masses, whom he represents. Neither elections nor 
plebiscites are necessary: this is expressed in his "Green Book", of which only the 
first part (on democracy) has been published (Washington Post, 9 June 1976). Instead, 


he exacted oaths of allegiance from tribal chiefs (Libyan News Agency, 9 August 1976). 
According to Muheishy, he has imprisoned, without trial, over a hundred officers of 


the Libyan Army who oppose him (Reuters, 12 March 1976). 




















Qadhafi supports the Polisario. front. ‘The tension between Algeria and Morocco was 
his opportunity to promise aid to Algeria (Timea, 30 December 1975). Although 

he has not recognized the Polisario government, its president has visited Libya and 
had tbyan aid (Libyan News Agency, 26 June 1975), which Qadhafi described as purely 
humanitarian in nature, But Libya's consistent material aid, the visit itself, and 
Libyan backing in international forums such as the Organization of African Unity 
{conference in Mauritius) prove that his help is not purely humanitarian (Reuters, 

4 July 1976). Members of the Polisario front have confirmed that Qadhafi has supplied 
them with arms (Le Monde, 6 August 1976). 


SABOTAGE AND TERRORISM

of its groups were recently active in Egypt, Tunisia, Italy, Somalia, Lebanon,Syria and Sudan. 


Below is a list of terrorist acts in which the Qadhafi regime took part, either directly 
or by providing refuge afterwards: 


* ‘The murderers of the Israeli athletes at the 1972 Munich Olympic Games used Libyan 
diplomatic mail pouches for weapon delivery (according to Muheishy, Daily Telegraph, 

19 March 1976). After they were killed by the German police, the murderers were 
awarded a heroes! funeral in Libya, on Qadhafi's instructions; a gesture for which 
he was praised by Radio Falastin, Cairo (9 November 1972). 

* 9 April 1973: Two groups of the NYOLP (National Youth Organization for the Liberation 
of Palestine) carried out their first action in Nicosia, timing an attack on the home 
of the Israeli Ambassador to coincide with an attack on an El-Al plane at the 
airport. One terrorist was killed, and seven were wounded (Times, 4 January 1974). 




















5 August 1973: Attack in the Athens airport passenger terminal. Five passengers 
were killed and 55 wounded. One of the two terrorist squads involved came directly 
from Benghazi (Chicago Tribune, 10 January 1974). 


5 September 1973: Five suspects who planned to attack an El Al plane at Rome airport 
were arrested by the Rome police, in possession of SAM 7 shoulder missiles (Chicago 
Tribune, 10 January 1974). NATO experts stated that the missiles were supplied to 
Libya by the USSR. 


17 December 1973: Pan-Am and Lufthansa planes were attacked at Rome airport by the 
sam organization. Thirty-two passengers were killed, the Pan-Am plane was badly 
damaged, the Lufthansa plane was flown to Kuwait; of the 13 hontages aboard, one 
died en route (Washington Star News, 9 January 1974). 





3 March 1974: A British plane en route from Beirut was hijacked in mid-flight and 
landed in Amsterdam by young terrorists belonging to a Libyan-sponsored organization. 
The hijackers exploded the plane after releasing passengers and crew. 


14 March 1974: Abortive attempt to introduce explosives into Beirut airport by 
terrorists, all members of the same organization, which is financed by Libya 





December 1975: A group financed and master-minded by Libya, and with the partici~ 
pation of "carlos," carried out a murderous attack and kidnapped the OPEC (organi- 
zation of Petroleum Exporting Countries) Ministers at their Vienna conference 

(Ahar Sa'a, 7 April 1976). 

In an interview on the BBC's programme Newsday (9 April 1976), Qadhafi did not deny 
having ordered an attack on the ss "Queen Elizabeth" in 1973, explaining that the 
very fact of calling at an Israeli port constituted collaboration with the enemy. 
Sadat, in a British television interview with Lord Chalfont (16 July 1974), said 
that he had prevented damage being done to the ship by "an Arab ruler who attempted 
to use one of Egypt's submarines." He had ordered the submarine commander to 
disobey the instructions of the said ruler. We now know that the reference is to 
Qadhafi. 





EXPANSIONIST ASPIRATIONS AND ACTIONS 


*  Qadhafi's wish to expand his influence and rule beyond Libya is especially marked 


in his relations with Malta. On more than one occasion he has stated that Malta 
belongs to the Arab world (Malta News, 12 December 1974; during his visit to the 
island). 

















Another example is the Libyan occupation, including the de facto establishment 
of a Libyan administration, the flying of the Libyan flag, and the deploying 
of Libyan army units - in the purportedly uranium-rich northern provinces of 
Chad (Jeune Afrique, 26 September 1975). The Government of Chad is maintaining 


silence fearing that Libya might reactivate the local rebel front, Florinat, 





whose leaders are now in Libya. 


Libya is disputing the demarcation of the continental shelf towards Tunisia 
‘on the one hand and Malta on the other. The dispute with Malta is slated to 


come before the International Court of Justice at The Hague.

On the instructions of my Government, I have the honour to draw your attention to the 
criminal attack carried out on 11 August 1976 against passengers of an El Al Israel 
Airlines plane in the Istanbul International Airport, ta this attack, four passengers 
of various nationalities were killed and 21 were injured. 


This criminal attack is the latest in a long series of indiscriminate Arab terrorist 
attacks against innocent civilians-including women and children - on international 
airlines and elsewhere. 


‘The organization which calls itself the Popular Front for the Liberation of Palestine, 
and which is an integral part of the so-called Palestine Liberation Organization,has 
elaimed credit for this act, maintaining that not only did its members carry out this 
attack, but that they were also responsible for the hijacking of the Air France plane 
from Athens to Entebbe at the end of June 1976. 


The guiding force behind these foul attacks is Libya. It bears responsibility, together 
with the perpetrators, for the criminal acts. 


It has been proved without any shadow of a doubt that the two terrorists who carried 
out the attack in Istanbul reached their objective from Libya. According to the reports 
of the news agencies from Istanbul, the terrorists said they had been armed and financed 
by the Libyan Government. It will be recalled that Libya served as the first refueling 
stop for the hijacked Air France plane en route to Entebbe. 


The active participation of Libya and its President Colonel Muammar Al-Qaddafi in 
planning, supporting and cooperating with Arab terrorist movements and with international 
terrorist movements not only against Israel, but also against other countries in North 
Africa,in the Middle East and throughout the world is by now common knowledge. Indeed, 
Wolonel Qaddafi prided himself on this fact in his address to the conference of non- 
Aligned countries in Colombo on 18 August 1976. 


It is the official and systematic policy of the President of Libya to initiate and finance, 
from the considerable income available from oil sales, acts of assassination, subversion, 
conspiracy and sabotage in countries outside Libya. These acts are carried out in blatant 
violation of the Charter of the United Nations and the principles of international law, 








‘tt is worthy of note that even President Sadat of Egypt has confirmed Colonel Qaddafi's 
involvement in,and responsibility for, the hijacking of the Air France plane to Entebbe. 
im an interview to the Kuwaiti newspaper A-Siyaseeh, the President of Egypt declared that 
the hijacking of the Prench plane to Entebbe was arranged at a meeting which took place 
between Qaddafi and Georges Habash, the leader of the so-called Popular Front, that 
Qaddafi paid the money and smuggled the arms to Athens in Libyan diplomatic pouches, and 
‘hat the Libyan Embassy later turned over the arms to the hijackers (UPI Cairo, 14 
August 1976), 


‘The List of crimes perpetrated by Qaddafi in the six years of his rule over Libya is too 
Jong to be cited in full on this occasion, Suffice it to mention but a few examples of 
his collaboration with international Arab terrorist movements, specifically his invol~ 
vement in attacks on international civilian air transport. All this,while Libya is a 
signatory of The Hague Convention of 1970 and the Montreal Convention of 1971.

9 April 1973 ‘two units of the eo-called National Youth Organization for the 
Liberation of Palestine, a Palestine terrorist organization sponsored, 
financed and trained by Libya, carried out two attacks in Nicosia, 
Cyprus. One was against the residence of the Israel Ambassador, and 
the second against an £1 Al Israel Airlines plane in Nicosia Airport. 


20 July 1973 A Boeing 747 plane of Japan Airlines,en route from Paris to Tokyo 
via Amsterdam,was hijacked by five terrorists and landed in Libya. 
It was blown up on 24 July 1973 while in Libya. The terrorists 
were later released by the Libyan authorities. 


5 August 1973 ‘An indiscriminate massacre by terrorists in Athens airport. Five 
passengers were killed and 55 were wounded, most of them passengers 
from a TWA plane which had arrived from Israel. One of the two 


terrorist groups that carried out the attack arrived from Benghazi. 
The terrorists who stated that they were trained in Libya were 
released and flown to Libya on 1 March 1974.

An attack by terrorists using missiles against an El Al Israel 
Airlines plane was foiled in Rome. Five terrorists were arrested 
and several SAM 7 surface-to-air missiles, supplied by Libya were 
found in their possession. Three of the terrorists were released 
and flown to Libya on 1 March 1974. 


Terrorists belonging to the Libyan sponsored so-called National 
Youth Organization for the Liberation of Palestine attacked a Pan 
American plane and a Lufthansa plane in Rome International Airport. 
Thirty-two passengers were killed. One plane was extensively 
damaged and the terrorists flew with thirteen hostages to Kuwait

A British plane en route from Beirut to Amsterdam was hijacked by 
terrorists, members of a Libyan sponsored terrorist organization. 
‘The terrorists blew up the plane after the passengers and crew were 
released. 

OTHER ATTACKS 
The murderers of the Israeli athletes at the Munich Olympic Games used 
Libyan diplomatic pouches for the transfer of the weapons to Germany. 
After they had been wiped out by the German Federal Republic police, 
they were accorded, on Qaddafi's instructions, a heroes‘ state funeral 
in Libya. 


the terrorists who occupied the Saudi Arabian Embassy in Khartoum and 


murdered the American Ambassador and an American and Belgian diplomats, 


had used the Libyan diplomatic pouch for the transfer of their arms 
to Khartoum. After the murder, the terrorists were transferred to 

Libya. 

Terrorists took hostage immigrants from the Soviet Union on a train

Libya, a totalitarian dictatorship ruled by Colonel Qaddafi, whose hands are soaked 
in the blood of the innocent victims of international and Arab terror throughout 
the world, is a member of the Security Council of the United Nations.

to the Charter of the United Nations, the primary responsibility for the maintenance 
of international peace and security is that of the Security Council.
